 (B) THE DEPARTMENT SHALL POST THE ENERGY STAR RATING OF 19 

EACH BUILDING OWNED OR OPERATED BY THE STATE IN AN AREA OF THE 20 

BUILDING THAT IS OPEN AND ACCESSIBLE TO THE PUBLIC BEGINNING: 21 

 

  (1) OCTOBER 1, 2010, FOR BUILDINGS WITH AN ENCLOSED SPACE 22 

OF 100,000 SQUARE FEET OR MORE; AND 23 

 

  (2) OCTOBER 1, 2011, FOR BUILDINGS WITH AN ENCLOSED SPACE 24 

OF LESS THAN 100,000 SQUARE FEET. 25 

 
 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 26 

October 1, 2010. 27
